~——Minister Morton yesterday gave in 
Paris a banquet to Gambetta, at which there

——At the regular caugus of the Chicago 
Board of Trade yesterda@® President H. W.

H. Dwight was put in nomination. He, too, 
declined, and another candidate will have to 
be brought to the front. 


——Under a decree of court, and as the 
termination of protracted litigation between 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad Company and 
the Pullman Palace-Car Company, thirty-two 
palace and sleeping cars belonging to the lat- 
ter corporation were yesterday sold at auc- 
tion, the sale aggregating $160,000. 

——The annual meeting of the Chicago 
Board of Underwriters was held yesterday, 
and all the old officers were reélected for the 
ensuing year. Action was taken looking to 
the restoration to the city fire ordinance of 
the clause providing penalties for its repeated 
violation, which was omitted in “Jumieson’s 
botchwork revision. 


——Accounts are received of the last hours 
and death of Gen. Kilpatrick, United States 
Minister to Chili, who died of Bright’s 
disease of the kidneys in Santiago on the 2d 
of December last. An effort will be made to 
secure an appropriation by Congress for the 
removal of the remains of Gen. Kilpatrick 
to the United States. 


—— Ina crowded church at Quincy, IIL, 
yesterday, the occasion being the funeral of 
astor, afearful panic was caused by the 
breaking of a railing, and in the rush for 
safety many persons were thrown down and 
trampled under foot. A large number were 
seriously injured, and one, a baby, was 
found smothered to death. 


In a speech yesterday at the banquet of 
the Liverpool Reform Club Earl Derby an- 
nounced himself as an advanced Liberal. 
Referring to the subject of extreme coercive 
measures in Ireland, he expressed the idea 
that England was justifieadin using toward 
Ireland the same degree of force that the 
United States Goverment employed toward 
the Southern States in rebellion.

——Timothy 0. Howe, the Wisconsin obe- 
lisk, yesterday got into position as Postmas- 
ter-General of the United States. His first 
official act was the appointment of his son, 
Frank Howe, as Uhief of the Division of 
Mail Depredations, with assignment to duty, 
however, as Chiet Clerk of the Post-Office 
Department. With the son thus powerfully 
intrenched, and son-in-law Totten in full 
feather as leading counsel for the star-route 
thieves, the Howe family is pretty well pre- 
pared to handle that part of the business per- 
taining to depredations. 

——City-Controller Gurney yesterday sub- 
mitted his annual report to the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Council, and in that document 
presented some important considerations 
pertaining to the question of providing reve- 
nue for the ensuing fiscal year.

Complete History of the Swindle in 
Douglas County, Dakota. 
Special Dispatch to The Cnicago Tribune, 

YAnKTOoN, Dak., Jan. 5.4An Associated Press 
dispatch sent from this place on the 3d inst. 
claims that the Yankton speciais in regard to 
the Dougias County fraudulent securities are 
much exaggerated. The Press dispatch was 
sent out by a friend of the implicated parties, 
and an effort is making © shieid the guilty. 
Every statement made in Tae TRIBUNE specials 
can be verified by affidavits and ictters in the 
Executive office. The whole story, in brief, is 
as follows: One Walter H. Brown spent 
the winter in Bonhomme County. On 
Feb. 17, through perjury, Douglas County 
was organized, Brown swearing that he 
had been a resident of Dongias County for nine 
months. Brown is probably the only Commis- 
sioner who ever qualified, and he did not move 
to the county until the middie of June, and then 
took two wa ron-loads of lumber, with which he 
built a court-bouse and two other shanties. On 
July 15 Charles T. McCoy, who, be it remein- 
bered, is a candidate for United States Marshal 
of Dakota, went to Worthington, Minn., and sold 
to the cashier of Thomas H. Parsons & 
Co. $5,000 in Dougias County warrant, which 
be represented as beimg good and issued 
to build a court-house. TRis was just about one 
month after Erown ijeft Bpringfield, of which 
fact McCoy could not ta been ignorant. in 
August McCoy sent Parsons & Co. $3,000 more of 
these wurrants, whereupon Parsons became sus- 
picious and demanded the money advanced on 
the former lot. McCoy has receffttly redeemed 
$7,500 worth of these securities, which he sold to 
J. C. Easton, of Lanesboro, Minn. Besides these, 
smallamounts were sold bere and elsewhere. 
Jesup, Paton & Uo., of New York, Who wrote that 
there were $2u0 of. Dougias\ County securities 
in the market, say that a large amount of these 
evidences of indebtedness bave been sent 
abroad. The $4,500 school bonds offered in New 
York have

ORTH’S PROTEST THE FEATURE OF THE DAY.

under an inflaence or power which the accused 
could not resist, by reasan of bis unsoundness of 
mind? Andif the jury find, frum the evidence, 
that either of these last-named conditions ex- 
isted, then the accused is not legally responsi-«- 
ble and their verdict should be “ Not guilty, by 
reason of insanity.” ; 

2. Although the accused may bave known what 
he was doing, and whut he was dving was 
contrary to law, yet if, when he performed the 
act, be really believed that he was thereby pro- 
ducing a public benefit, and“was actuated by aa 
insane delusion that be was carrying out an iIn- 
spiration of Divine erigia or approval, and would 
not have done the act but for such insane de- 
lusion, then the accused is not guilty of the 
crime charg gainst him, and the jury should 
find bim “ Not guilty, by reason of insanity.” 

3. Insanity constitutes a defense if, by reason | 
of it, the uccused at the time of committing the 
act charged did not know what he was doing, or 
if he did not know that what he was doing was 
contrary to jaw, or if theact would not have been | 
done by him but for reason of the insanity. 

4. The only evidence in the present case tende- 
ing to show an irresistible impulse to commit the 
homicide, or that the prisoner acted under the 
presence of an insane delusion ia doing tbe act,” 
is found in the conduct and words of the ac 
cused as detailed in evidence.

And I now respectfully and urgently 
represent that the scntence is a coatinuing sen- 
tence, and so long as it exists it is within the 
reach apd under the control of the Executive 
power; that, harsh and burdensome originally, 
and lasting through many years, it is, for 
Stronger reasons, a subject for consideration 
and action of the Exectitive, now that it is 
proved to have -been founded in crror and to be 
unjust; and i respectfully ask you, if convinced 
of the justice of the recommendation of the 
Advisory Boafd, to annul and set aside the find- 
ings and sentence of the court-martial, and 
nominate me to the Seuate for the restvration 
of my rank in the army under the act of Con- 
gress of 1868, allowing that mode of redress of 
the wrong committed by the court-martial. 
And this | ask not merely in justice to me 
and those most dear to me, butin justice to the 
army to which I belonged, and whieh has ever 
believed in me, and tothe Government which 
honored and trusted.mc.

NIXON’S REVENGE. 
MES. LOGAN MAY FURNISH HIM NEWS, BOT 
H1KR NAME MUST BE TABOOED.

Wasuinatcn, D. C., Jan. 5.—* The echoes 

of the Collectorship fight in Chicago have 
not yet all died away,” said a gentleman re- 
cently returned from Chieago, who had an 
opportunity to know something of the in- 
side workings of the contest. ‘“ You news- 
paper people have never yet fully learned all 
the motives to that contests. Why, for in- 
stance, were the proprietors of the Daily 
Neves so anxious that Nixon should be ap 
pointed Collector?

You remember the time when there was an 
old Inter-Ocean Company which had been 
built up in various ways, and into the hat of 
the managers of which, as it was passed 
around, contributions in blocks of stock 
to the amount of $5,000, $10,000, $16,000, and 
other sums were dropped in by such persons 
as Simon or Don Cameron, or both, iobe- 
son, of New Jersey, another Stalwart of New 
Jersey, Warner M. Bateman, Sherman, Lo- 
gan, and a great many others whose names 
have never yet been made known, and you 
remember that, one morning, the old corpora- 
tion was left stranded without any fran- 
chises, but rich in debts, and a new company 
appeared under the present management, 
with all the asseits:of the old concern and 
none of its liabilities. That was the way 
Palmer was put out. He was confiscated 
out. How that happened need not be stated 
now. But there was ascheme by which the 
friends of the Daily News were to become 
possessed of $65,000 ef Inter-Ocean 
stock, which is now called * Treasury stock,” 
and of $30,000 of stoek now put up as cob 
lateral, the National Bank of Lilimois acting 
as Uncle in the event of Nixop’s appointinent 
as Collector. The News was to absorb the 
Inter-Ocean. Nixon was to retire from jour- 
nalism, and the IJInter<)ccan’s franchises 
were to be absorbed in the Daily Morning 
News. Possibly its creditors were to share 
the fortune of the creditors of the old Jitcr- 
Oceun Company. That was the plan. That 
explains some business enthusiasim on the 
part of the News. It was, perhaps, an ex- 
pensive way of achieving what new seems 
an impossibily—namely: getting into the 
Associated Press franchise. But the Nixon 
scheme failed, and now the /nter-Ocean is 
working its revenge. It seems that Gen. 
Logan is not only to be himself ruimed, but 
the whole Logan family is to be annihilated 
The batteries have already been direeted at 
Mrs. Logan. 

““ How do you make that out?’ 

‘*Easy enough. The vindictiveness of the 
Inter-Ocean agzaint the whole Logan family 
is only apparent to those whe know the facts. 
One petty illustration of the malicious spirit 
of that paper has just been shown in connee- 
tion with its aceount of the Presidential re- 
ception on New-Year’s-Day. That artiele 
mentions all the Senators present except Gen, 
Logan. That was, perhaps, to be expected, 
for it is not supposed that a sheet published 
asa means of obtaining office for its man- 
agers is to give the news of the day. But the 
Inter-Ocean has gone further than that in 
its efforts to get even with Logan.

Several reasons 
are assigned for the apparent reconsideration 
of the selection of Mr, Chaffee, and among 
them is the statement that his extensive land 
and mining interests in the Territories would 
make it necessary for him as Secretary of 
the Interior to decide itmpertant questions 
which might indireetly affect his own enter- 
prises. Mr. Chatiee isa very wealthy man, 
and he was by ho means anxious to take an 
office in which there is so much hard work 
to do for a salary which would not be im it- 
self an attraction. Although it cannot be 
asserted by authority that Mr, Chattee is en- 
tirely out of the field, yet it is believed that

There is little, if any, doybt that 
Mr. Boutwell could have had the ollice if he 
had been willing to take it, Dut for several 
reasons he does not appear to have desired 
it. In the first piace, his elevation to the of- 
fice would not be a promotion for a man who 
has been the Secretary of the Treasury.

FRENCLI’S ORDER. 
IS COST ‘MERRITT $18,000, 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribunéa 

Wasnuinetox, D. ¢, Jan. 5.—A curious 
question has arisen at the ‘Treasury Depart- 

ent in eonneetion with the settlement of 
the accounts of Collector Merritt, of the 
New York Custom-House. It appears that, 
onone item, he was required to refund 
Riearly $15,000 to the Governnient. This 
stoppage against him arose from his having 
advanced that amount from the public funds 
under an order from Assistant-Secretary 
French to turn it over to certain parties in 
New York as advances for rent. There is 
great reticence at the department in refer- 
ence to this particular feature of the trans 
action, but its irregularity is not ques- 
tioned in any quarter, anc, in 
fact, was so apparent that the item in the 
Collector’s office was stopped both by the 
Commissioner of Customs and the First Au- 
ditor, 

IN SPITE OF THE ORDER 
of the Assistant Secretary, under which the 
money was advance. ‘There is nothing in 
the case whicl reflects in any way upon the 
integrity of the Collector, since he was only 
acting in obedience to directions from the 
department, but the law against oflicers in 
charge of publie funds making anv advances 
whatever is absointe, and se .the accounting 
oflicers could not legally allow the item. 
The history of the transaction appears to be 
that, during 1880, there was 
A GREAT NECESSITY FOR INCREASED ROOM 
in connetion with the custom-house work at 
New York City, and that certain parties 
there proposed io put up a building and rent 
it to the Government at certain fixed rates, 
if the custom-house officers would advance 
money for use in its erection. Finally, tu 
November, 1880, $12,500 were advanced by 
order of Assistant-Secretary French to Paul 
N. Spofford under the head of advances for 
rent, Spofford agreeing to put up such 
a building as would furnish the desired 
room. InJanuary, 1881, an additional ad- 
vance of $5,400 was made to Spofiord, under 
a similar order, waking a total of $17,900 ad- 
vaneed under an order from the department, 
but in the face of the statute which 
ABSOLUTELY FORBIDS SUCH USE 

of the publie funds. At the close of Collec- 
tor Merritt’s term, and when he was prepar- 
ing to turn over his office to Collector Rob- 
ertson and go abroad, this item first came 
under the consideration of the accounting of- 
fieers of the Treasury while. settling Collee- 
tor Merritt’s accounts. As the advances had 
been wade under an order from the depart- 
ment, and in aecordance with a formal con- 
tract with Mr. Spofford, a strong effoxt was 
made to secure the allowance of the item, in 
spite of the objection made to passing it. 
‘These efforts failed, and as a result Collector 
Merritt was required to reimburse his ac- 
counts with the amount which he had thus 
advanced. The matter has caused much 
talk in the Secretary’s office, as well as inthe 
custom-house in New York. 


ROACH RAMPANT. 
THE GREAT SUBSIDY-GRABBER AGAIN FOR- 
MIDABLE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. i4—The familiar 
figure of John Roach wastobeseen at the 
Capitol. He is early on hand to muster his 
forees in the coming battle over steamship 
subsidies. He and his supporters are appar- 
ently full of hope and encouragement. They 
rejoice in a House post-office committee hav- 
ing Congressman Bingham, of Philadelphia, 
To this committee has been re-

In 
the first place, it appropriates $5,000,000 for 
carrying the mails of the United States on 
the high seas. Contracts for the proposed 
service are to be for a term of ten years, thus 
making a virtual appropriation of 
FIFTY MILLIONS, 
asum $15,000,000 in excess of the total esti- 
mated amount fixed by the River Com- 
mission for the permanent improvement 
of the Mississippi. The annual subsidy 
of $5,000,000 is to be expended as follows: 
Two million one hundred and twenty-ive 
thousand dollars on mail lines from ports be- 
tween Portland, Me., and Norfolk, Va., in- 
clusive; $2,125,000 on lines between Wil- 
mington, N. C., and Galveston, Tex,, in- 
clusive; and $750,000 on lines from the Pa- 
cific ports. It will be seen that the fine 
Italian hand of @skiliful log-roller has here 
done its perfect work. The very few build- 
ers of large first-class iron or steel steamers 
are heard from in the following provision: 
“ The vessels engaged in this work shall be 
iron or screw stea ips of tonnage as large 
as can safely navi in the waters and har- 
bors of the ports between which they 
ply.

‘Those in the 
gullery also heard the crash, and, all supposing 
that the gallery was giving way, they also be- 
came panic-stricken and came:down both 
stdirways as tast as possible. This 
caused those rushing from the lower 
partof the church and those from up-stairs to 
meet near the main entrance, and a jam was 
the result. Men, women, and children. were 
wedged in so tightly that many were injured 
from the terrible pressure from the rear. The 
scene was one never to be forgotten, the men 
yelling and the women and children crying for 
aid. inthe mad rush some of the ladies were 
thrown down, and the panic-stricken crowd 
TRAMPLED THEM UNDERFOOT 
in their determination to get out. Those'near- 
est the door were so jammed in that they could 
not move, and the crush forced down those in 
Tront, until they were piled several deep direct- 
ly at the landing of the entrance. The people 
from the auditorium and gailery still kept up 
their mad rush for the outside, the stronger 
trampling down the weaker ones, some throw- 
ing themselves over those prostrate on the lana- 
ing. The news of the diggster spread rapidiy fm 
the neighborbood, and was of men rushed to 
the scene, many of them having relatives and 
friends in the church, and many worked hero- 
ically to quiet those in the rear and res- 
cue those in front who were lying 
down and could notrise.

Near Ashland the Hudson, 
with the Kentucky militia, was’ met in mid- 
stream, Capt. A. C. Respesa, of the Mason County 
Guards, with twenty-five men, were transferred 
to the Boy, and took charge of the prisoners, 
THE PURSUING VESSEL

THE FITZ JOHW PORTER CASE. 

'The desperate effort which the Copperhead 
and Confederate friends of Fitz John Porter 
will make to reopen his case, now that Gen. 
Grant, after believing for twenty years and 
stoutly maintaining this official’s guilt, has 
suddenly experienced “a change of heart,” 
makes it all the more necessary that the 
shameful reeord should not be lost to view, 
and that the part which Fitz John Porter, in 
association with McClellan and Franklin, 


Army of Virginia in 1862, should not be lost 
sight of in any special or sympathetic plead- 
ings which may be made at this remote dis- 
tance of time. 

The review ot these operations necessarily 
requifes a brief retrospect. On the 26th of 
June, 1802,. McClellan. discovered that the 
Confederate forces were divided into two 
parts and were more than twenty miles from 
each other, the one lying between him and 
Richmond and the other and larger part 
about to fall upon McCall and Porter. Our 
army lay between them, with the opportuni- 
ty of precipitating at least two corps upon 
the Oenfederates as soon as they attacked 
Porter, the result of which would have been 
the capture of one part of the Confederates, 
leaving the other part and Richmond at Me- 
Clellan’s mercy. This was a situation whieh 
would have been improved by any able and 
earnest CGleneral. McClellan not only neg- 
lected to improve it, but on the next day 
issued an order for the flight of the whole 
army! It wasa retreat of 115,099 men from 
half thenumber. The Confederate General 
Magruder says had McClellan made the at- 
tack at any one point the City of Richmond 
would have been his reward, while the gal- 
lant Kearney openly declared that our army 
was controlled either by cowardice or trea- 
son. On the 20th of June McClelfan report- 
ed 115,102 men ready for duty. When his 
army reached Hlarrison’s Landing it num- 
bered 88,665 effective men. 

In the same month the corps of Fremont, 
MeDowell, and Banks, and other reserve 
forces about Washimgton were organized 
into one body under the command of Gen. 
Pope, and styled the Army of Virginia. . He 
took the field with about 45,000 men, and had 
oppose@to him the nrost skillful of the Con- 
federateg Generals and Lee’s powerful army, 
McCli@iian’s Army of the Potomae was ex- 
pected and ordered to coiperate. Of this 
army but 20,000 men were eyer present under 
Gen. Pope’s command, and one-half of these, 
constituting Fitz John Porter's corps, 
through this officer’s delays and disregard of 
orders, took no part whatever except in the 
action of Aug. 30. Meanwhile Gen. Pope 
with the Army of Virginia had repulsed and 
driven Jackson back, and repulsed Lee when 
he attempted to cross the Rappahannock. 
On. the Sth of August MeCleliay had re- 
ceived an absolute order to remove his army 
to Aquia Creek on the Potomac in the vi- 
cinity of Washington, but it was not until 
the 20th of August that a single division was 
moved, though the Army of Virginia. and 
Washington were both in peril, and then but 
20,500 were sent forward, and these in a help- 
less sort of condition, the mos¢of them with- 
out arms or ammunition. 

Abundance of steamboats, tugs, and other 
shipping had been promptiy sent down to 
quickly remove McClellan’s army to its new 
base, where it was to unite with Pope’s 
force and move ‘forward. 
Napoleon” almost refused pointblank to 
budge from Harrison’s Landing, where he 
was protected from Lee by the Utiion gun- 
boats. Under the most peremptory orders 
of President Lincoln did he embark his 
waterlogged army in dilatory driblets to the 
new scene of operations. Meanwhile Gen. 
Lee rapidly formed his plan, and it was this: 
To , lace Jacksen between the Army of Vir- 
ginia and ashington and held Pope in 
check until he (Lee} could come up in foree, 
éverwhelm him, aad rush upon the National 
Capital: and Gen. Pope’s counter-plan was 
to hold Jackson in check with the force sent 
from Washington, and. then witha union of 
the Army of Virginia and the Army of the 
Potomac to fall vpon Lee: and he had the 
assurance from Lincoln of the refnforce- 
ments necessary for such a consummation. 
His excellent plan. was defeated, not by the 
enemy, but by so-called Union Gencrals. 
Prof. Mahan in his review of that campaign 
says: 

Gen. Pope had just received word (Aug, 23-24), 
direct from hveadquartors at Washington tha 
reinforcements, cousisting of Sturgis division, 
10,000 strong. Cox's 8,000 strong, and the corps of 
Gens. Heintzcilman and Franklin each— 


38,000 in all—would be forwarded to hkn without 
fail that afternoon or early next. morning. Of 


that one of the strougest divisions (10,000) should 
stop at Manassas and hold the fortifications 
there, and that Frankliin’s corps should be for 
warded with ali dispatch to Gainesville, the re- 
mainder promised, with Porter’s corps of 12.090 
men alreudy on the ground. being. deemed suf- 
ficient for the work whieh Gen. Pope had imme- 
diately in hand. y ° a‘ 


Had these orders been obeyed by MecCleHan, 
Porter & Co., Jackson w6uld have been 
routed by a fa superior foree and Lee never 
would have gone north iufo' Maryland. Of 
the remaining, forces. prqmjsed, only Heint- 
zelman’s corps and one division of Sturgis’ 
corps arrived, and these without artillery or 
ammunition, though they came from Cen. 
McClellan. When Jackson commenced his 
flank movement he arrived at Gainesville 
and found no enemy confronting him in the 
direction of Washington. He divided his 
army, both portions making for Manassas, 
one going direct, the other making a detour 
to cut railroads ahd destroy bridges. They 
were both successful. for there was no eneiry 
confronting him at Manassas. 

This was on the 26th of August. On the 
27th Pope was in mofion towards Manassas 
and Gainesville. He had directed Porter to 
remain a Warrenton Junction until Banks 
came up, amt then move upon Gainesvilte. 
Meanwhile Hooker had encountered Ewell 
and repulsed him, and an order was sent to 
Portet.'to march at1o’clock that night¢or 
Bristow Station and report to Gen. Pope at 


| daylight the next morning. This order was 


entirely disregarded. He did not arrive at 
Bristow Station until the nert afternoon. 
Instead of reporting to Pope at early dawn 
he had net commenced to move at that time, 
. and it was through this traitorous disobe- 
| dience of orders that Jackson made a safe re- 
treat to Centreville. Gen. Pope followed 
him up and compelled him to give battle on 


{the 29th, and after fierce fighting repulsed 


him. That battle would have been a crushing 
defeat of the Rebels had not Fitz John Porter 
again refused to obey absolute orders, and 
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played in that disastrous campaign of the , 
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héeonld have hurled them upon the ene- 
my’s right, the Rebel Ieft having already 
been doubled wp on his centre. It was Por- 
ter’s duty asa soldier te have made the at- 
tack promptly and vigorously when he was 
orderéd Without any question or quibble. He 
refused, and that refusal was tantamount to 
treason to the flag. During the battle of the 
sOth of August Gen. Griffin, who command- 
ed one of Porter’s divisions, rémoved it, 
with a brigatle, with Porter’s Krtowledyc, to 
Centreville, thus placing half of Porter's 
corps Where it could take no part in the 
fight. ° 

We need not follow the disgraceful record 
further {ts salient points are McCleHau’s will- 
ful delays at critical times, and his dispatch, 
when under absolute orders, of troops with- 
out arms, ammunition, or supplies. Lee did 
ailthat human energy could have done to re- 
inforee Jackson, whe was hard pressed vy 
Pope. McClellan, on the other hand, did all 
he could to prevent adequate reinforcements 
reaching Pope, and to prevent all the dispo- 


’ sitions requiisit to the carrying éut of bis 


plans, He was abty seconded in his treasona- 
ble purpose by Franklin’s repeated and inten- 
tional delays and Fitz John Porter’s refusal 
to obey Pope’s orders for reinforcing him on 
the eve of battle, his refusal to obey orders 
on the field of battle, and his withdrawal of 
troops while the battle wasin progress. It 
illustrates with unquestionable truth the 
conspiracy of these three commanders to 
erush Gen. Pope by refusing him the aid 
which was ordered, whatever else might 
happen ; and what did happen was the defeat 
of the Army of Virginia and the invasion of 
Maryland and Pennsylvania by Lee. 

Through Gen. Grant's sudden and strange 
conversion to the cause of this unfaithful of- 
ficer, whom he has so sterniy denounced for 
twenty year®, saying that he ought to have 
been shot, his case may be reopened by his 
Democratic and ex-Rebel friends in Congress, 
but no evidence that they can furnish, noevi- 
denee that ex-West Point Rebels can now 
unearth, can change these stern faets of the 
record. It may not be possiblego prove that 
Fitz John Porter was in active collusion 
with the Confederate commanders when he 
deliberately and if&tentionally conspired 
with MeClellan and Franklin and other high 
officers in the Army of the Potomae to sacri- 
fiea Pope’s army, but that the Army of Vir- 
ginia was finally defeated by Porter’s point- 
blank refusal to obey orders at critical pe- 
riods bas been proved over aud over again, 
and is now matter of history. ‘The anxiety 
and zeal with which the ex-Confederates are 
now furnishing testimony shows their grati- 
tude for his services. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN OF 1884. 

The prognosticating politicians are be- 
ginning the Presidential campaign of 1884 
altogether too early. Nothing is to be gained 
by premature prophecies, which may be 
frustrated and scattered by a thousand and 
oneangies and accidents. The sentiment of 
the people nearly three years from now is 
nosto be ascertained and certainly cannot 
be shaped by any politicak%manipulations of 
the presenttime. Eulogies and criticisims, 
designs and suspicions, friendships and 
enmities, the award or the refusal of. pat- 
ronage, ‘the services of newspaper organs 
and the blows of.the factional strikers, will 
all prove to be of no avail long before the 
time shalj arrive for choosing another Presi- 
dent. This lesson has been taught so often 
in the school of rd men ould that itis 


surprisiig shrewd men ould repeat the 
mistakes of fiose who have preceded them; 
gnd yet there are daily indications at the 
Nationgl Capital that the work of President 
making has already begun, and that nearly all 
the party fagtions and personal cliques are 
engaged either in an effort to build up some- 
body’s fortunes or an attempt to break down 
the chances of some one else who is sus- 
pected of being within the chances of a 
nomination. 

Mr. Blaine retired from the State Depart- 
ment the other day in a quiet and unostenta- 
tious way. -He had no desire to remain with 
an anti-Garfield Administration, but exhib- 
ited no unseemly haste in quitting the posi- 
tion which he had accepted at Gen. Garfield’s 
solicitation. His retirement was marked by 
the same decorum and good judgment which 
distinguished his conduct of pubtie affairs 
during the long and trying period of Presi- 
dent Gartield’s prostration. ‘There was noth- 
ing sensationai about either. But ‘he has 
been followed out of officeby shafts df malice 
which are plainly intended to injure his 
prospects for the next Presidential nomina- 
tion. Stories have been concocted about his 
forming combinations and manufacturing 
capital wherewith to procure the Republican 
nomination, and likewise to run as an inde- 
pendent candidate against the regular Re- 
publican nominee. A person unfamiliar 
with American political methods would be 
justified in inferring from all> the stuff 
printed about him that he is preparing for 
a coup dctat which shall enable him to 
seize the Presidency in defiance of the pop- 
ular will, Some of his enemies with more 
discretion, but also more malice, have con- 
eoeted a story about a project for a ** Repub- 
lican Court” over which Blaine was to’ have 
presided if Garfield had lived, and a Cincin- 
nati paper has been willing toe give this 
silly romance prominent publicity and wide 
circulation, * This new social venture,” says 
its special correspondent, “was set up to 
punish for 1876 and 1889, and organize for 
1884"; but Guiteau’s bullet changed the pro- 
posed order of things, and gplie projected 
Court is still as unsubstantial as the things 
which dreams are made of.’’? All this twaddle 
is put forth with the purpose of heading off 
Blaine’s possible candidacy in 1884,.thongh 
the whirligig of time may bring about con- 
ditions which neither Blaine nor his aggress- 
ive and intemperate OBponents ean control 
or infinence. If Mr. Blaine himself is dis- 
posed, as seems to be the case, to pursue the 
quiet tenor of a private citizen’s way, his 
rivals will do well to order their underlings 
to follow a similar course. 

So. the so-called “Staiwarts”’ seem in- 
clined to quarrel already over a prize which 
the American people will dispose of to suit 
themselves when the time comes. It is the 
opinion (perhaps the wish is father to the 
thought) among some members of this fac- 
tion that the third-term project has been 
buried under sueh a load of popular con- 
dewnation that there is no hepe for its resur- 
rection, and hence every conspicuous Stal- 
wart immediately becomes a Presidential 
candidate, Conkling’s wrongs make him sa- 
ered in the eyes of some persons. Artliur’s 
possession of the Presidential office, as oth- 
ers think, gives him an advantage whieh his 
Stalwart competitors cannofovercome, The 
smafl clique, of defeated Stalwarts in Chieago 
who lost the Collectorship have organized 
against the hypothetical candidacy of Sena- 
tor Logan. And the Administration, it seems,

THE PACIFIC COAST SUGAR MONOPOLY. 

The most retnarkable instance of thé sne- 
cessful combination of two monopolies to 
plunder the public is that furnished by the 
allianee of the Union and Central Pacific 
Railroads with the sugar-refiners of Calli- 
fornia. 

Under the treaty with King Kalakaua of 
the Sandwich Isiands sugar from those isl- 
ands is admitted free of duty to the United 
States. The sugar crop of the islands is 
owned by tlie sugar-refining conipanies of 
California. These refiners, therefore, receive 
the raw sugar free of duty, the duty being 
at an average of two and one-half cents per 
pound. They could afford, therefore, to sell 
their sugar at twoand a half cents per pound 
cheaper than the refiners ow the ‘Atiantic 
coast; but, instead of so doing, all the Pa- 
¢ific coast refineries belonging to the same 
hands sell their sugar on that coast at two 
and one-fourth cents per pound higher than 
sugar is sold for in New York. 

The cost of hauling sugar from New York 
to San Francisco was for a long time one 
cent per pound, and at this rate of freight it 
was possible to import sugar from the At- 
lantie and sell it cheaper than was possible 
under the prices of the California companies, 
and sugar was carried from New York to 
California and sold there. This, however, 
was an interference with the monopoly that 
could not be endured. Whereupon thissugar 
monopoly combined with the railroad mo- 
nopoly that in consideration of the sugar re- 
finers paying the railroad company $100,000 a 
year as freight on 5,000,000 pounds of sugar 
from San Francisco to New York, the rail- 
road company would establish two cents per 
pound as the permanent rate for earrying 
sugar from New York to California. Of 
course, no sugar is carried east from Cali- 
fornia, the $100,000 a year being a mere bribe 
or gratuity for transportation never to be 
performed, but it “protects” the California 
refiners against all Eastern competitors, and 
enables them to demand and extort from all 
consumers of sugar on the Pazitic coast 
two and one-fourth cents per pound in addi- 
tion to the New York price. 

The admission of sugar from the Sandwich 
Isiands free of duty has never been any ad- 
vantage to the people of the Pacilic coast, 
but has been entirely to the profit of the 
refiners. Under the treaty these refiners 
annually import sugar, saving the duties, 
amounting to about $2,000,000, and they are, 
by this contract with the railroads, enabled 
to add two cents per pound more to the price 
of their sugar, thus enjeying a monopoly of 
the most magnificent and remunerative order, 

The folly of the treaty is only equaled by 
the dishonesty and corruption of the contract 
as regards the rate of freight. The railway 
companies abuse their powers, and in con- 
sideration of a subsidy of $100,000 a year 
grant a prohibitory rate of freight, equal per- 
haps annually to amilhon of dollars profit to 
the refiners. 

In the face of these facts Congress hesi- 
tates year after year tointerpose its authority 
to put an end to this combination to plunder 
and rob the people. 


Acting-President Arthur will hardly invite 
Sargem, of California, to take a seat at the 
council boardef his Administration. If he 
has issued the invitation he will probably re- 
call it. It is searcely within the range of 
probability that Mr. Arthuris entirely lost to 
ail sense of the proprieties of his official posi- 
tion. 

Ile might with less impropriety ask Jay 
Gould to advise him with regard to the duties 
of the Government touching railway com- 
panies. For Mr. Gould has never held office, 
and has hence never assisted in the making 
or the execution of laws whose purpose was 
robbery. He has no confidential relations 
with the people. He has never held a place 
of public trust and converted it to private 
uses. fle may have given bribes to legisla- 
tors, and this is base enough, but in cases of 
this sort the bribed official or chosen repre- 
sentative of the people is infinitly more base 
than the briber. In a word, Mr. Gould has 
never sought public place with the view of 
betraying those who should confer it upon 
rim. tle has never sought office with the 
purpose of making it a pander to plunder, 

But, if what is stated clearly, circumstan- 
tially, is true, this is preeisely what Califor- 
nia Sargent has done. ‘Throw out of the 
Sargent record every other damaging thing, 
and the ** Desert-Land act” remains a moutu- 
ment of rapacity and fraud than which no 
act of legislation could possibly be more 
corrupt and audacious. For that act ex- 
Senator Sargent is responsible. It resulted 
in th® robbery of hundreds ot Sargent’s con- 
stituents, and it can be presumed to have 
been intended to rob them. The act itself 
was afrandinits inception. It was drawn 
to deceive, drawn as a cover for robbery. It 
provided that lands, exclusive of timber and 
mineral lands, which produee only by irri- 
gation, should be declared desert, and be ac- 
quired in the proportion of 640 acres to each 
settler who would pay 2 cents an acre there- 
for and agree to reclaim the tract in a speci- 
fied time. Sargent pushed the act through 
Congress, and one Carr and one Ilaggin, 
said, on the authority of the San Francis- 
co Chronicle, to be intimate political 
associates of Sargent, “ absorbed more than 
50,000 acres of productive land in Kern Coun- 
ty before the victimised people awoke to the 
leralized fraud.” Sargent secured the pas- 
sage of the act in March, 1877, and, again on 
the authority gf the Chronicle, it is declared 
that ‘‘ in December following the records in 
the two main Land-Offices of Kern and Tu- 
lare Counties showed that Carr, Haggin, and 
Travis, and others had seized 97,000 acres 
that were ag productive as the best wheat- ° 
lands in the San Joaquin Valley.” 

But this is notall It is alleged that twen- 
ty-five of Sargent’s retainers in the mint 
and tne custom-house had put their names 
down for 5,490 aeres, “and that many other 
dependents of Sargent and Carr took up 
lands and afterwards turned them over to 
the monopolists.” One'settler who had se- 
cured a home in Kern County before the 
passage of the aet,. “swore before the Com- 
missioners that the land he preémpted had 
been grabbed under cover of the Desert-lLand 
act by a mint employé who owed his position 
to Sargent’s influence.” 

Haggin alone made 340 entries and “ ac- 
quired nearly 200,000 acres, comprising some 
of the most fertile and valuable lands in the 
State.” But for purposes of taxation they 
were valued at 25 cents anacre That is to 
say, after having robbed the real owners of 
their property, according to his friend Sar- 
gent’s law, he robbed the State of ‘the lion’s 
share of its revenue legitimately derivable 
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| therefrom. But of coiirsé the people who 
have been robbed object to thé fobbers set- 
ting away with the spoil. They are contest- 
ing. the attempted robbery in the courts 
and before the Interior Department. * Many 
of the claims in which Mr. Sargent’s associ- 
ates are deeply interested,” says the Chron- 
tele, “ are still before the Department of the 
Intérior.”’ 

It is not necessary to look much beyond 
this significant fact to find the reason of 
Sargent’s partieular- ambition. What more 
natural than that the man who would ask 
for the passage of such an act would ask to 
be placed where he could construe it? The 
actual settlers have been robbed of hundreds 
of theusands of acres of land by the Desert- 
Land act. But théy have appealed to the 
Goverument to restore thé lands and punish 
the robbers. ‘These appéals afe in the 
pigeon-holes of the Interior Department. 

Mr. Sargent says to the President: Make 
me Secretary of the Interior, please? Will 
the President say yes to this request of the 
father of the Desert-Land act? Not if he is 
governed by a sense of propriety. Not if he 
is controlled by a clear sense of justice. Not 
if he duly appreciates the iniquity of the 
Sargent Desert-Land act. Never, unless he 
would depute a Judge already charged with 
misteasance and malfeasance in office, to sit 
on a case in which heis eharged, and charged 
without public denial, with being infa- 
mously interested. —

Gen. SMHERMAN’s annual report, dated 
Nov. 3, 1881, as published in the newspapers at 
the times contained this sentence, which caused 
much ill-feeling and hostile criticism in army 
circles:

Since that time pamphiet copies of the report 
have been distributed containing a recast of 
the disputed sentence. In addition to some 
other changes, *“‘maneuvres” and “ parapets’”’ 
aré abandoned in the revised report, and the 
phrase “scientific methods" is substituted. The 
paragraph as amended reads as follows (the new 
matter in italics): 

When war comes, suddenly as tt most alway 
does with us, in the beginning the engineers natu- 
rally resort to sctenlyic methods; whereas the in- 
funtry, cavalry, and artillery with superior prac- 
tied knowledge acquired tn contact with a 
must go in and do the fighting without further 
time for preparation, ete. 

Upon this recast the New York World says: 

Without examining Gen. Sherman's revised 
statement in detail, let us give bis argument all 
the weight it can carry in the case for which he 
uses it. Condensed it is a% follows: “ When war 
comes the ecngincers naturally resort to ¢centitic 
methods; whereas the infantry,’ etec., go in, 
* The word soldier embraces everything in war,”’ 
including of course scientific metbods as well 
as voting in. “ West Point is inrended to make 
‘soidiers, not professional cngiveecrs.”” * The 
honors of the Civil War were not confined to 
the enginecrs.” “Therefore,” he says wo the 
Secretary of War, “1 trust you will use your in- 
fluence to leave the selection of the bead of the 
Military Academy, as now, from all arms of 
service.” Ltis not necessary to dwell on the 
lack of connecton between premises and 
conclusion of this argument. The General ap- 
pears to have as littic respect for logic in discus- 
sion as for scientific methods in war. The al- 
teration in bis report is of no special advantage 
to him, but the occurrence may atford the Secre- 
tary of Warauseful hint concerning the pre- 
mature publication of official reports made to 
him by his subordinates.

resentatives of a community embracmg about 
one-fifth of the poputation of the State can be a 
force in the eonservation of our rights if the 
people will give their attention to the subject.

KANSAS TEMPERANCE, 


The New Law a Fatieare tn Many KRe- 
spects—Facts Concerning Its Work« 


Zo the Mditor af The Chicago Tribune, 

LAN#, Kas., Jan. 2.—As there is ome interest 
taken outside of our State iu regard to the 
workings of our striggent Prohibition Temper- 
ance law, which passed the Legislature last win- 
ter, and asthe reports which have been pub- 
lished ard circulated are very conflicting on this 
subject, it is matural that those who 
manifest an interest in these questions should 
feel some anxiety to asocrtain the tacts as they 
exist in Kansas at this time. Perhaps the old 
Latin maxim, Veritas et medio, truth lies between 
the extremes, may be applied in the present 
case, The radical temperance clement of our 
State have been apxious to impress on 
the public mind that the operation of 
the law is a success. Gov. St. Jobn, 
in several of bis public apceches 
in Kansas and other places, bas declared that 
the Prohibitory Temperance law is @ success, 
and all it needed is the active support of its 
friends to enforce its provisions, These fre- 
quent romarks reust be tuken with some lati- 
tude; they are gcnerally regarded as only a lit- 
tle buncombe to supply foreign consumption. 
As evidence that the Governor docs not 
believe the law is a success, he has issued a 
proclamation to enfurce the law in six of the 
most popular towns and cities in Kansas. Re- 
wards are offered to spies and informers to cn- 
courage them to enforce the law. in place of 
selecting six places he might, with the evidence 
before nim, hd@ve named forty other places, 
where the temperance law is openly violated, 
but this woul! not have looked well in his proc- 
lamation: it would baue been evidence that the 
law was not a “success.” — 

The law, as a geveral thing, has had one good 
effect, in closing up saloons in our towns and 
cities. This is what the people desired, for such 
places are gevera/ly regarded as a nuisance, but 
this could have been brought about under the 
old taw, without a constitutional amendment. 
There is no doubt that considerabic liquor is 
etill consumed at these places, notwithstanding 
the heavy penalty for a violation of the law, but 
it is done on the sly. 

Some of the provisions of the present law are 
regarded as very obnoxious. Old temperance 
men are Opposed to it, and itis the opinion of 
wany well-informed citizeus of our State that if 
a vote on the law could be taken at this time a 
large majority ef the voters of Kansas would 
voto against it. Inis would undoubtediy be the 
ease in most of the eastern tier of counties of 
Kansas. 

The question has been asked: Is there at the 
present time as much spirituous liquor con- 
sumed as before the passage Of the temperance 
law? 

This question, perhaps, is one which admits of 
some uncertuinty. My observation is that iu 
some of our county seats,where there is a strong 
temperance element, there is less liquor used 
than formerly; private tippling in saloons is not 
publicly done—what is done is practiced on the 
sly : 


y. 
At many of our railroad stations, where the 
population is sparse, and where no saloons or 
places of drinking have been established, there 
is no doubt that the tratlic in strong drinks has 
been largely on the increase. People purchase 
liquor by’ the pace. it comes labelea * var- 
nish,” * linseed oil,” ete., and frequently it is 
yvacked in boxes with other goods. Seer is serrt 
by the kit, of two dozen botties at the time. It 
is mostiy purchased ut Kansas City, St. Joe, and 
otber places in Missouri. 

The consequence of this wholesale importation 
by private parties is that more individuals be- 
come intoxicated than under the old law. Liv- 
ing pear a railroad station, | can ¢peak from the 
record. I bad not seen a drunken man for the 
lust six years prior to the coming in of the new 
law, but since last May they may be numbered 
by the dozen. Human nature is fond of for- 
biden fruit: this is an old saying and will ap- 
ply to the use of strong drinks. 

The new law is not, as Gov. St. John has said. 
u Success. It is very unpopular with a large 
class of our best citizens: as I have already re- 
marked, it would be voted downif an election 
were held for or against it. 

it is unfortunate that in this temperance 
movement a set of radical political and religious 
fanatics Rave assumed the icadcrsbiv of the 
temperance element of ourState. A reaction 
has taken pinec tn public opfnion, and what the 
results may be are hid in the future. 

There is a good deal of truthio a remark made 
by one of our leading horticulturists, who has 
devoted much of bis time to the cultivation of 
the grape. He was asked what he thoughr of 
the new temperance law. He replied: “Gov. 
St. John and his followers are cndeavortug to 
convince the people of Kansas that they are 
inore orthodox On tempcrance than Jesus Christ 
or His Aposties.” JAMES HAMWAY.

‘* FOGGERTY’'S EAIRY.” 


Gilbert's Latest Play. 

The London papers speak unanimously in 
favor of the new piece called “Foggerty’s Fairy,” 
written by Mr. W. S&S. GilBert for the late Mr. 
Sothern, and produced at the Criterion on 
the bth inst. One critic says that it 
“created an impression that cannot easily 
be deseribed in the conventional terms cem- 
ployed to discuss the fortunes and tbe future 
new plays. The scheme is altogether so com- 
pletely new, the method so darmg, the work- 
manship so consistently clever, (hat the audi- 
cnee Wus scarcely prepared to construe its sur- 
prise into disappointment, or to forget in its 
bewilderment the pleasure derived from the 
author's daunticss cccentricitty. in point of 
faet, Mr. Gilbert has written a play that bas no 
precedent whatever in plan, arrangement, and 
detail. He has defied the canons of dramatic 
law, upset every theory of form tbat has 
hitherto been held sacred by dramatists, and en- 
deavored to lead his audience a dauee through 
the nmiystic mazes of his own and spocially 
patented dramatic phHosophy.” The plot, as 
given in a coudensed form by the Lcho, is as 
follows: “ The story opens iu the drawing-room 
of a Mr. Talbel’s bouge. where a number 
of guests have assembied to assist 
at Fkugyerti/s marriage to ‘Jenny Talbot. 
this rowautic youog thaiden has 
sworn never to marry ene who bas loved before, 
and she thinks she has found such a prize—il 
prize it be—iu Fugyerty, But when on point 
ef setting out for the church she is confronted 
by a terribic spinster from Melbourne, one Delia 
Spiff, who claims Foggerty a8 ber own, and sat- 
isfes her rival that be bad at icast promised 
to marry her. Jenny thereupon renounecs 
ber perjured lover, and be in bis 
misery mourns those good* old times 
when faithful lovers had fairy godmothers, 
and prays that if there be Such beings left one 
may appeur and help him at hisweed. The wiah 
is scarcely uttered when there appears the 
Fairy Redecea, who giv es Foggerty a vial and a 
little box of globules. Whenever he wishes to 
blot out any person from his career he is to 
use the one, and when he needs the fairy to 
take from the other.

OSCAR WILDE. 


Arrival of the Apostic of Estheticiem in 
America—His Philosophy, His Poetry, 
aml His Intentions. 

New York Herald, Jan. 4. 

Oscar Wilde stood on the deck of the Arizona 
as she steamed up the bay last evening. Men 
may come, and men may eg0, but it 
is not every day that an apostie(th waite) 
of estheticism comes to tee shores 
of America. Ite was for this reason that 
the Herald reporter met] M. Osear Wilae at 
the first available place—namely, Quarantine. 
Mr. Wilde appeared isike a good natured, tall, 
well dressed, somewhat enthusiastic young man, 
who was not all averse to the American process 
of interviewing. He emerged from the Captain's 
office when notified that the reporter had ar- 
rived, and leaned rgainst the railing of the com- 
panionway ina lounging attitude that suggested 
the negligence of one who had great er things to 
attend to. Once plased in the proper position Mr. 
Wtide talked. Indeed, be talked to that extent 
that the Herald reporter was unabie to foliow 
the full meaning of his words.

“Iam going to lecture soon in Chickering Hall 
on the Renaissance.”

“I shall lecture.” said Mr. Wilde, a little re- 
servediy, “in Chickering Hall on the ‘ Renais- 
sance.” My future movements will depend en- 
tirely upon the results of my iecture in a busi- 
ness sense. Ihave come here with the inten- 
tion of producing upon an American stage a 
play which | have written, and which [I have 
net, for reasons, been able to produce in Lon- 
dun. it exceedingly desirable that it should 
be produced with a cast of actors who sball be 
theroughiy able to represent the piece with all 
the force of its origiaal inception.”’ 

“ But,’’ said the reporter, “do you not intend 
to produce a volume of poems while you are in 
America?’ 

“No, I shall pot, certainly for some time to 
come, publish another volume; but I Bardly eare 
to say what the tuture may develop.”’

“You will certainly teeture, however?’ said 
the reporter. 

“I certainly sball, but I do not know whether 
I sball lecture in other cities besides New Yurk.

Can 
you, a@ the exponent of estheticiem, cive an in- 
terpretation which shal serve to give a more 
reepectahie standing to the word?”
